REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are presently allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach an antenna device comprising a conductor film 
disposed on a portion of the substrate, a loading section disposed on the substrate and 
constructed with a line-shaped conductor pattern which is formed in a longitudinal direction on a 
body made of a dielectric material, and an inductor section for adjusting the antenna operating 
frequency, which connects one end of the conductor pattern to the conducive film, and the other 
end of the line-shaped conductor pattern is formed as an open end, a feed point disposed on the 
substrate, which feeds a current to a connection point of the one end of the conductor pattern to 
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the conductor film, wherein a longitudinal direction of the loading section is arranged to be 
parallel to an edge side of the conductor film.
